| ate sub-committee today had taken 
he first steps toward smoothing 
the way for speedy consideration of 
the Sumners bill to permit Supreme 
Court justices past the age of 70 to 
retire voluntarily at full pay of 
$20,000 a year. 

At the close of today’s meeting 
Senator McCarran, chairman of the 
Judiciary Subcommittee consider- 
ng the measure, said he was hope- 


the full committee at its next reg- 
viar meeting on Monday so that 
it could be brought up in the Sen- 
ate the following Wednesday. Sen- 
ator Borah alone among the five 
members of the subcommittee op- 
posed the measure, contending the 
retirement age should be 75. 

There was a growing belief that 
administration Senators would push 
the Sumners’ measure through to 
carly passage in the hope that it 
would persuade at least three or 
four Justices to step off the bench 
and thereby avoid the necessity of 
going down the line for President 
Roosevelt’s proposal to increase the 
size of the court up to a total of 15 
members, The Sumpers bill is not 
a part of the President’s court re- 
aypmanaey plan, but has been be- 
ore Congress for two sessions. 

“Feeling of All Members.” 

The House has already passed the 
bill to give to Supreme Court Jus- 
tices the opportunity to retire at 
full pay, with full constitutional 
immunity from income taxes and

ROSCOE POUND CALLS COURT 
SCHEME “GRANDSTAND PLAY” 


Forcing Retirement of Judges at 70 


Is “Plain Stuff,” Says For- 
mer Law Dean. 
By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU,.. Feb. 16.—Roscoe 
Pound, former dean of Harvard’s 
law school, Republican, termed 
President Roosevelt's judiciary re- 
form plan “just a big bluff.” 

“This talk about forcing retire- 
ment of Justices over 70 is stuff, 
just plain stuff,” he added. 

In 1929 Dean Pound served on 
former President Hoover's National 
Committee on Law Observance and 
Enforcement. 

“Some of the greatest Judges who 
ever sat on the Supreme Court 
bench have been over 70,” he said. 
“Practically all lawyers are agreed 
that some reform and -moderniza- 
tion .of court procedure should be 
effected, but a reform of procedure 
only is not sensational enough for 
the President to drop in the lap of 
Congress. It looks like a grand- 
stand play.”

They didn’t go about it the 
way I wished, and they didn’t get 
the kind of information I wanted.

As he went on, Hale remembered 
another reason for using the Pink- 
ertons. He said the company “de- 
sired to know how our men felt 
about the company’s labor policies— 
whether they considered them fav- 
orable or unfavorable.”

ABATEMENT PLEA 
DENIED BY JUDGE 


U. S. Attorney Charges 
Democratic Captain Had 
Republican Judge Driven 
Out for Not Heeding Him

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 16.— 
The Federal Government opened its 
Case against seven poll officials 
and political workers, charged with 
vote fraud conspiracy in .the last 
general election, with the assertion 
that “the silent proof of the bal- 
lots themselves” will substantiate 
the accusation. The seven on trial 
are the first of 57 indicted. 

A jury had been assembled in 
less than 50 minutes in Judge Mer- 
rill E. Otis’ Federal Court yester- 
day. Randall Wilson,. First Assist- 


ant United States District Attor- 
ney, informed the Court that two 
defendants, Mrs. Chloe G. Albright, 
Republican judge, and “Tessie 
Mears, Republican clerk, both of 
the Thirteenth Precinct of the 
Twelfth Ward, wished to enter 
pleas of nolo contend@re (no con- 
test). In effect, the plea. placed 
the two women &t the mercy of 
the Court, out the admission 
of guilt. ‘ 
Testimony About Ballots. — 

Robert Pulliam, a Deputy United 
States Marshal, was called to the 
witness stand today, and testified to 
bringing the ballots and other elec- 
tion records under subpena from 
the Election Board office to the 
Marshal's office. Chief Deputy 
Marshal Joe Vandiver testified the

Statement of Prosecutor. 

In his opening statement to the 
jury, United States District Attor- 
ney Maurice M,. Milligan said the 
ballots themselves wouk be “si- 
lent proof of this conspiracy.” He 
told the jury, “We will show that 
the count made by the poll work- 
ers and (John) Drummond, the 
precinct captain, (a defendant) 
were false and corrupt.

MAN SHOT 5 DAYS 
AFTER MARRIAGE 


Young Widow Serving Life 
Sentence—She Confessed 
and Named Others in 
Conspiracy. -

ELKADER, Ia., Feb. 16.—Minnie 
Hines, 49-year-old mother of 23 
children, was placed on trial for 
murder yesterday. Selection of a 
jury was begun. 

Wrinkled, stooped, shapeless in 
a li fitting dress, she listened 
whilé \attorneys asked veniremen 
whether they lived in or knew per- 
gons liying in the backwoods Mos- 
sy Glen neighborhood near Little- 
port, Ia., scene of the killing of 
Dan Shine last May. 

During a recess, she “set the 
world straight” on the number of 
her children, previously listed by 
officials at 18. 

“I've had 23,” she said, “but only 
18 of them lived.” : 

She is. the last of five persons 

d with participation “in the 
murder plot against Shine, 56-year- 
old farmer who married his house- 
keeper, Pearl Hines, 28, 
Hines’ niece, five days before he 
was killed. 

The young widow confessed the 
murder plot shortly after Shine’s 
body was found in a closet at his 
home, a string tied to a shotgun 
trigger and twined in his fingers. 

Now serving a life sentence in 
prison, she declared her aunt and 
Jim Hines, Minnie Hines’ third but 
commonlaw husband, concocted the 
plot. 

“They got me to marry him,” 
she said in her statement, “and 
then got Maynard Lennox and Al- 
bert Cornwell to help kill him and 
fix his body so it would look like 
he killed himself so I would get 
his farm.” 

Lennox, her 19-year-old friend, 
admitted taking part in the murder 
and was sentenced to prison for 40 
years. 

Cornwell, a junk dealer, and Jim 
Hines were convicted and are now 
awaiting sentence. 


192 PERSONS REPORTED: KILLED

Judge’s Instructions to Grand Jury 


N IMPANELING the present 

grand jury Feb. 1, Judge Joynt 
instructed it to investigate fraud 
in the river front bond election 
of Sept. 10, 1935, saying election 
irregularities were of “foremost 
importance” and urging the 
grand jury “most strongly” to 
make a thorough inquiry. His 
instructions declared: 

“Our system of representative 
government, the foundation upon 
which it stands, and whatever 
hope it may have for the future, 
depends on fair and honest elec- 
tions. 

“In order for our form of gov- 
ernment to continue to exist, ev- 
ery eligible citizen should be per- 
mitted to cast his‘ or her vote, 
and that vote should be counted 
as it is cast by the voter. 

“As you must know through 
the medium of the public press, 
gross frauds have been charged 
in the recent riverfront bond 
election. You will, no doubt, be 
presented with evidence of this 
fraud by the Circuit Attorney. 
It will be your duty, and I 
charge you, to thoroughly inves- 
tigate this question and to de- 
termine whether or not, in your 
opinion, our’ election laws have 


been violated. 
“Tf you find the election laws 


have been violated, it will be © 


your duty to indict any such 
person or persons who have vio- 
lated our laws. This you should 
do irrespective of party or per- 
son, and. without fear or favor. 

“To further your investigation 
you have the right to open the 
balirt-. boxes and examine the 
ballots to ascertain whether. or 
not election frauds have been 
committed. . Again, I urge you 
most strongly to do your duty in 
this respect.” 


POLLOr ING Judge  Joynt's 
ruling, denying the grand 
jury access to ballot bozes, in- 
dispensable in its inquiry into 
fraud in the river front bond 
election, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter asked the Judge, who had 
given no written opinion, for a 
: statement as to the reasons for 
his decision. Judge Joynt re- 
plied: 

“Decisions of the Supreme 
Court of this State show the 
Court’s specific rulings, that bal- 
lots cannot be gone into except 
in cases where individuals were 
to be elected to office. 

“Originally, as shown by the 
Court’s decisions, ballots cast in 
primary elections could not be 
examined. The Constitution 
was amended, so that. primary 
elections are now included on 
the same basis as other elec- 
tions. But still, nothing is said 
about bond issue elections. 

“The Kansas City case (de- 
cision in a Jackson County tax- 
payer’s civil injunction | suit) 
does not in itself apply to this 
case, but in the Kansas City case 
other cases were. cited in which 
the .Court ruled as I have 
stated.” 

Judge Joynt said from the 
bench that there was “work for 
the Legislature,” now in session, 
in taking steps to broaden the 
application of the election laws, 
to include such cases as the pres- 
ent one. 

“The matter might well be sub- 
mitted to.the Legislature, as well 
as to the courts,” he said. 

“When I charged the grand 
jury,” Judge Joynt said, refer- 
ring to. his instructions given 
Feb. 1, “I fully believed that the 
law was as I then stated, and 
that I was doing the proper 
thing. Only after the matter was 
raised and I looked into the 
law,. did I come to the conciu- 
sion that the proper action was 
that which I have now taken.”

MADRID, Feb. 16.—Madrid’s de- 
fenders, united under the sole com- 
mand of Gen. Jose Miaja, fought 
off insurgent attacks from two 
sides today. It was the first anni- 
versary of the Popular Front Gov- 
ernment. 

Insurgents pressed against the 
city from both the southeast and 
the northwest, but Government 
commanders contended the united 
command had given their men 
fresh vigor. 

Under the new setup, Gen. Miaja 
held full control of defense forces 
on the Madrid front while Gen. Se- 
bastian Pozas was ordered to take 
full command in the Guadalajara 
territory, northeast of the capital, 
in the Guadarrama Mountains to 
the northwest and in Estremadura 
gouth of the Tagus River. 

A member of the defense junta 
declared “the two armies defend- 
ing the central front,” under Gen- 
erals Miaja and Pozas, “surely will 
give the Government forces fresh 
strength and determination.” 

Government forces shelled insur- 
gent concentrations at Villavieja 
and Somosierra in the Guadarramas 
and were reported by the official 
bulletin to have repulsed a Fascist 
attack in the San Benito and El 
Escorial sectors.

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Testimony Concluded, Cir- 
cuit Judge 
Takes Case for Consid- 
eration of Decision. 


Testimony in the disbarment suit 
of the St. Louis Bar Disciplinary 
Committee against Pierre A. Vogel, 
a practicing attorney for 24 years, 
was concluded today before Circuit 
Judge Robert W. Kirkwood, who 
took the matter under advisement. 

The defendant, 50 years old, took 
the witness stand yesterday and de- 
nied the charges of defrauding cli- 
ents in bankruptcy cases, inciting 
litigation and passing worthless 
checks. 

Vogel was asked by Murray Stein- 
berg, representing the Bar Commit- 
tee, to explain why he had pleaded 
guilty in the Court of Criminal! Cor- 
rection last May to 10 charges of 
issuing worthless checks. He ex- 
plained that he was “almost crazy” 
because of the charges, anticipated 


difficulty in furnishing bail and fol- 
lowed the advice of lawyer friends, 
who suggested that he plead guilty 
and seek parole. 

He said he issued the checks on 
two banks in which he had funds, 
but learned subsequently that the 
accounts were tied up through gar- 
nishments. Vogel was sentenced to 
a year in the workhouse and imme-

However, there was no intima- 

tion until yesterday who their as- 
ciates would be. Then the Gov- 

nor named John J. Nangle, a 
lawyer, of 5092 Westminster place, 
treasurer of the Democratic State 
Committee, and Frank B. Coleman, 
a lawyer, of 5042 Washington ave- 
nue. Coleman was defeated for the 
Democratic nomination for Circuit 
Judge in the last primary. 

Control With Neutrals. 

With Mayor Dickmann, who is a 
member of the board under the 

enera] State law, the membership 
rill be divided as between the fac- 
' tions in St. Lonis, with actual con- 
trol of the board resting with neu- 
trals. 

Nangle’s appointment is said to 
have been decided on a week ago 
when Mayor Dickmann conferred 
with the Governor for more than 
an hour, and is a concession to the 
Mayor. 

Coleman is not given a factional 
classification. He really owes noth- 
ing to either faction on the basis 
of his primary campaign, in which 
he was placed on the slate in Igoe’s 
ward, but was left off the slate of 
Jnumy Miller of the Igoe faction, 
in the Fourth Ward. He was on 
the slate of Senator Kinney and 
of some others of the Dickmann 
group, but was not on the slate of 
thers of the group. The result 
&.: that he was ninth in a field 
of 25 candidates for six nomina- 
tions. 

Coleman is considered friendly to 
Igoe, having formerly been asso- 
ciated with him in the practice of 
law. More recently Coleman was 
associated with former Judge Jesse 
McDonald and is now with the 
law firm of Curlee and Teasdale. 

Though the board selects its own 
efficers, the Governor in announc- 

"mg the appointments said that he 
expected Lambert would be named 
president. Through this arrange- 
| ment the Governor has avoided 
choosing between the two factions 
in the leadership of the board. 

There was no general consulta- 
tion with St. Louis Senators but the 
Governor said today that he had 
conferred with Senators Shea and 
Lewis. 

Asked if he had talked to Sena- 
tors Kinney and Brogan, veterans 
from St. Louis in the upper house, 
Gov. Stark replied: “We'll not go 
into that.” 

Several weeks ago Senators

Lambert Has Made Intensive Study 
of Police Work. 

During his four-year term as 

ice-presidertt of the St. Louis Board 
f Police Commissioner, Albert Bond 
Lambert, who is expected to be 
made president of the new board, 
made an intensive study of police 
administration, crime detection and 
traffic problems as in former years 
he had devoted his time and ener- 
gies to development of aviation. 

For more hours than the average 

business man would expect to give 
to his work, Lambert was found in- 
forming himself at first hand as to 
practical as well as theoretical as- 
pects of police work. By day he 
might be found at the office of the 
Chief of Police or familiarizing him- 
self with the particular problem of 
the Captain in command of ‘some 
district. By night, touring the city 
in a radio-equipped squad machine, 
he learned, by actual observation 
the duties of the patrolman and the 
detective. 

‘Means of reducing the automobile 
accident death rate and solution of 
traffic problems have Been of as 
great interest to Lambert as the 
more spectacular activities of police 
work. On several occasions, Lam- 
bert has instructed his private 
thauffeur, commissioned as a pri- 
vate watchman, to arrest a speeder 


tor reckless driver. 


But always Lambert has been an 
active exponent of the board’s poli- 
cy of demanding courtesy from po- 
licemen in their contacts with the 
public. The change in attitude of 
policemen toward citizens and of 
citizens toward policemen has been 
notable. 


Pioneer in Aviation. 


At the turn of the century. Lam- 
bert, of independent means, pro- 
moted ballooning in. St.. Louis and 
took a leading part in the first 
aviation meet here in 1910. Previ- 
ously, he had spent months in 
France witnessing the first success- 
ful experiments at flying, and he 
was closely connected with the 
work of the Wright brothers and 
Glenn Curtiss. He organized a St. 
Louis balloon school which he com- 
manded during the World War and 
was instrumental in acquisition and 
development of Lambert-St. Louis 
Field, the municipal airport bear- 
ing his name. , 

Lambert is 61 years old and re- 
sides at 2 Hortense place. Former- 
ly, he was head of the Lambert 
Pharmacal Co.,-a family corpora- 
tion. He is a Major in the Army 
Air Corps Reserve. He served a 
four-year term on the City Council 
from 1907 to 1911, but aviation was 
.of greater interést than politics and 
efforts to bring him out as a can- 
didate for Mayor failed. Again he 
declined to become a candidate for 
Mayor this year. ' 

~ “Sketches of Others. 

William L. Igoe, expetied to be 
succeeded by Lambert as president 
of the board but who will continue 
as a member, has become a figure 
of increasing political importance 
with recent Democratic ascendancy 
in St. Louis. He is titular head of 
the faction opposing Mayor Dick- 
mann. A lawyer, he has long been 
a leader in Democratic politics and 
served seVeral terms from _ the 
‘North St. Louis: Congressional Dis- 
trict, now the Thirteenth. In 1925, 
he was Democratic nominee for 
Mayor but was defeated by Victor 
J. Miller. He is 57 and resides at 
4939 Northland place. 

John J. Nangle, 45, is the young- 
est member of the new board. He 
is treasurer of the Democratic 
State Committee. A lawyer, he 
lived in Nebraska and Kansas un- 
til he became connected with the 
claims department of the Missouri 
Pacific Railroad at Kansas City in 
1916. Later, he was transferred to 
the St. Louis claims department 
and became associated with the in- 
surance firm of Lynton T. Block 
& Co., of which he is vice-president. 
He lives at 5092 Westminster place. 

The fourth member, Frank B. 
Coleman, 5042 Washington boule- 
vard, also is a lawyer. He is 58, a 
graduate of the University of Mis- 
souri and the Washington Univer- 
sity Law School, and is 
with the firm of Curlee & Teas- 
dale.

Ad- 
ministration strategists expect that 
Wheeler’s opposition will be offset 
the speech which Senator La 
Follette, Wisconsin Progressive, ex- 
pects to deliver on behalf of the 
administration plan to enlarge the 
high court. 

George Joins Opposition. 

Senator George (Dem.), Georgia, 
joined the opposition with a state- 
ment today that the proposal to in- 
crease the Supreme Court was “un- 
wise” and would “impair the inde- 
pendence of the Federal judiciary.” 

“T have not hesitated to say to 
all those who have written to me 
that in my opinion this particular 
recommendation of the President 
is unwise and that if approved, will 
impair the independence of the Fed- 
eral judiciary,” he said. 

“In the long run, a court free 
from both executive and congres- 
sional domination, will.be found 
more useful to the people than the 
immediate enactment of any legis- 
lative program, however desirable. 
A subservient judiciary is worse 
than no judiciary at all.”

MORRILL, Kan., Feb. 16.—Fu- 
neral services were held here today 
for Miss Ruth Kimmel, stewardess 
killed Feb. 9 in the fall of an air- 
liner in San Francisco Bay. 
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Charles Meyer, a sheet metal 
worker, 1421A Salisbury street, was 
sentenced to two years in the pen- 
itentiary and fined $25 by United 
States District Judge Charles B. 
Davis today on a plea of guilty of 
making and possession of coun- 
terfeit nickels, quarters and half- 
dollars. 

On complaint of a gambling 
house in Venice, Ill, that he had 
tried to use the counterfeit coins 
in a slot machine, Meyer was ar- 
rested outside the place by a Dep- 
uty Constable.

HOURS AND WORKING 
CONDITIONS INCLUDED 


Martin Heads Labor Dele- 
gation;. Knudsen Speaks 
for Company—More Men 
Return to Work.

DETROIT, Mich., Feb. 16.—Rep- 
resentatives of the United Automo- 


bile Workers of America and Gen- 
eral Motors Corporation met today 
to consider six points on their mer- 
its pertaining to wages and work- 
ing conditions of production em- | 
ployes. | 

Provision was made for the ne-| 
gotiations in the terms of the strike 
settlement, effective last. Thursday, | 
enabling the men to return to work | 
while. the. joint confegence dis- | 
cussed the union's original “trad- | 
ing points.” | 

The-six matters to be determined 
are abolition of piece work pay and 
the sbstitution of a straight hourly 
rate; a 30-hour week and six-hour 
day with time and a half for over- 
time; establishment of a minimum 
rate of pay commensurate with an 
American standard of living; rein- 
statement of all employes unjustly 
discharged; and seniority based on 
length of service. 

Although no definite commit- 
ments were made, the wage ques- 
tion was thoroughly explored dur- 
ing the early sessions of the strike 
settlement negotiations, before the 
conferees got down to the funda- 
mental subject of collective bargain- 
ing. 
The points relating to seniority; 
and the reinstatement of employes 
“unjustly discharged” represent the 
union's protection against discrimi- 
nation because of union member- 
ship. The seniority provision would 
make length of service the first con- 
sideration in rehiring men after the 
annual lay-off during the “swing 
over” period between new models. 
The union has contended that the 
practice in some cases-has been to 
eliminate union members by re- 
employing only “‘nen-union men. 


Martin, Knudsen and Associates 
Open Negotiations. 

Homer Martin, president of the 
United Automobile Workers, headed 
the union delegation of five, which 
was the first to arrive in the con- 
ference room on the fifth floor of 
the General Motors building here. 
The executive vice-president of Gen- 
eral Motors, William 8. Knudsen, 
and his associates joined them at 
10:30 a. m. 

The Genera] Motors executive has 
expressed belief a settlement of dis- 
puted points would not require ex- 
tended conferences. A _ principal 
source of trouble may be the dif- 
fering views of corporation and un- 
ion on which issues may be nego- 
tiated on a national basis and which 
General Motors considers must be 
gettied by individual managers of its 
69 plants. 

A large conference room was the 
scene of the negotiations between 
three spokesmen for the corporation 
and five for the union and its affili- 
ate, the Committee for Industrial 
Organization. 

General Motors designated 
Knudsen, C. E. Wilson, another 
vice-president, and H. W. Ander- 
son, director ‘of industrial rela- 
tions, as its representatives in the 
present conference. The union ne- 
gotiators are Martin, Wyndham 
Mortimer, Ed Hall and Walter N. 
Wells, -U. A. W. A. vice-presidents, 
and John Brophy, C. I. O. director. 

Martin, in a statement before ne- 
gotiations opened, said the union 
has been worth “many millions of 
dollars to the automobile workers 
of this country in bonuses, wage in- 
creases, better working conditions, 
etc.” and cited pay raises by Gen- 
eral Motors, Chrysler Corporation 
and Packard as “indicative of what 
may be attained by the automobile 
workers through organization.” 


Brophy said before entering the 
conference room, “the union will 
not give up its demand for recogni- 
tidn as sole bargaining agency for 
General Motors employes.” He did 
not explain the remark. Thé agree- 
ment ending the strikes: accorded 
the union recognition for its mem- 
bership only. In a letter supple- 
menting the agreement, however, 
Knudsen agreed not to negotiate 
with any other union for six months 
in the 20 plants closed by strikes 
of their own workers.

through reinsurance contracts in 
taking over the assets of an insol- 
vent company 
Possibilities Under Law. 
This provisiqn would enable the 
General American Life in St. Louis 
to hold unauthorized securities in 
the old Missouri State Life port- 
folio and the Kansas City Life to 
hold such securities as may 
have been in the Continental Life 
portfolio, giving the companies 
time to work out the assets without 
being forced to a quick gale at 
possibly a loss, which could be 
avoided in a sale later.

Securities of private corporations 
are ted to those having annual 
gross earnings of at least $1,000,-

Realty Loan Limitations. 

Only first lien real estate securi- 
ties are acceptable, and then the 
property must have a value of 50 
per cent more than the loan. 

The limitations placed on invest- 
ments in the several types as set 
out in the bill are: 

Thirty per cent of the total value 
of admitted assets, which means 
the investments which are author- 
ized by law, in any type of rail- 
road securities, receivers’ certifi- 
cates or investment trust §cer- 
tificates. : 

Thirty per cent in securities of 
operating utility corporations. 

Twenty per cent in securities of 
private corporations. 

Thirty per cent in county, city, 
school district or other political 
subdivision bonds. 

Fifty per cent in real 
securities.

“Fourth, co-operation with state 
and local agencies of government 
to improve the general leasing sys- 
tem: 

Text of Message. 

The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: 

I transmit herewith for the in- 
formation of the Congress the re- 
port of the special committce on 
farm tenancy. 

The facts presented in this report 
reveal a grave problem of great 
magnitude and complexity. 

The American dream of the fam- 
ily-size farm, owned by the family 
which operates it, has become more 
and more remote. The agricultural 
ladder, on which an energetic young 
man might ascend from hired man 
to tenant to independent owner, is 
no longer serving its purpose. 

Half a century ago one of -every 
four farmera was a tenant. Today, 
two of every five are tenants, and 
on some-of our best farm lands 
seven of every ten farmers are ten- 
ants. a 

All told, they operate land and 
buildings valued at 11 billion dol- 
lars, 

40,000 New Ones Evary Year. 

For the past 10 years, the number 
of new tenants every year has been 
about 40,000. Many tenants change 
farms every two or three years, and 
apparently one out of three changes 
farms every year, The agricultural

WASHINGTON, Feb. 16.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Vice-President 
Garner led administration officials 
and party stalwarts last night in 
a demonstration of regard for 
James A, Farley, joining hundreds 
of others in a testimonial dinner 
at the Mayflower Hotel. 

In an address, after saying his- 
tory would ‘mention the Postmas- 
ter-General and Democratic Chair- 
man's léyalty, honor, Gecency and 
good temper, the President assert- 
ed: “In all my years of association 
with Jim Farley I have never once 
heard him utter one mean syllable 
about any human being.” 

The President’s Address. 


The text of President Roosevelt's 
speech follows: 

“This dinner to Jim Farley is on 
the part of all of us a very. per- 
sonal affair. It is not one of those 
official banquets with a formal list 
of formal speakers, talking on for- 
mal subjects.into the small hours 
of the morning. It is not a politi- 
cal gathering, or a party gathering, 
or a victory gathering, or even a 
gathering to hatch home mysteri- 
ous plot or pull off a coup d'etat. 

“The only label appropriate for 
this occasion is ‘Jim Farley and his 
friends. Many of us have known 
him through the years. Some of 
you have been associated with him 
for only a short time—but all of us 
have a common regard, a common 
affection for Jim Farley, which 
transcends formality because it is 
bastd on the man himself. 

“History has recorded, and will 
continue to record, a great many 
interesting facts about. Jim. In 


j due time history will talk out loud

It will talk 
about his organizing of campaigns; 
it will speak of his fine service as 
the administrator of an important 
department of the Federal] Govern- 
ment. It may even add his name to 
the distinguished list of major 
prophets. Even as the name of 
William Jennings Bryan sometimes 
suggests the arithmetic of 16 to 
one, so perhaps the name of Jim 
Farley will suggest the more mod- 
ern arithmetic of 46 to two.

WERE DRESSED FOR Reb 


George Ratermann Tells Why 
Salary Doesn’t Show on 
Bankrupt’s Records, 


George Ratermann, former presi- 
dent of the bankrupt Meramec 
Portiand Cement & Materials Co., 
testifying in support of the claim 
of himself and his brother, Al, for 
a total of $34,375 in salaries, told 


Referee in Bankruptcy John A. 
Hope yesterday that mention of the 
compensation to which they were 
entitled had been omitted from the 
firm’s books in order to make a 
good financial showing in its ap- 
plication for a $250,000 Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation loan. 

Hans Wulff, attorney for Elmer 
E. Pearcy, liquidating trustee of the 
company, is objecting to their ap- 
plications on the ground that, under 
the by-laws, members of the board 
of directors were entitled to no 
salary unless it was fixed in ad- 
vance by the board. 

Al Ratermann, who was secretary, 
claims $5625. for superintending 
services and actual labor performed 
from April 1, 1932, until June 26, 
1935, when the company filed reor- 
ganization proceedings. George 
Raterman seeks $28,750 as salary 
from June 1, 1931, to June 26, 1935. 
The company was adjudicated bank- 
rupt Oct. 11,'1935, after the com- 
pany was unable to arrange a fi- 
naticial rehabilitation. 

After Wulff had presented evi- 
dence in support of his objection, 
Referee Hope announced he saw 
little use in proceeding further, as 
“there is not a scintilla of evidence 
in the books or minutes to show 
these men were employed at any 
salary.” 

George Ratermann then explained 
that the board of directors Kad in- 
tentionally omitted mention of sal- 
aries from the books in ordér to 
make a “good showing.” Waiver 
of salaries was contingent on ap- 
proval of the loan, he went on. It 
was understood, he said; that if the 
loan were approved—which it was 
not—he and his brother were not to 
take out compensation, but if the 
loan were refused, they were to 
claim salary. : 

“The whole plan was made with 
a view, of improving the financial] 
condition of the company, which 
was very bad,” Ratermann said. 
“The arrangement was not men- 
tioned in our application for the 
loan, but we had explained it in 
full to the RFC officers, orally.” 

On Referee Hope’s expression of 
dissatisfaction with the evidence, 
John L. Gilmore, attorney for the 
Ratermanns, objected to the Ref- 
eree “prejudging” the case before 
claimants’ testimony was complet- 
ed, and moved that the Referee dis- 
qualify himself: The motion was 
denied. 

The hearing was continued until 
Feb. 24 for taking of further testi- 


mony on behalf of the Ratermanns..

“They will principally make it 
easier on officials,” said Alexander,

Satisfaction with the revision of 
the forward-pass interference rul- 
ing, a sore spot with the coaches 
and a subject of widespread dis- 
cussion last season after interfer- 
ence penalties were called at cru- 
cial points in several big games, 
was expressed in all parts of the 
country.

The requirement on numbering 
of players and the rule that kick- 
offs going outside will not be called 
back also met a favorable recep- 
tion, although Jock Sutherland of 
Pittsburgh remarked, on the lat- 
ter: “I think it’s a little too much 
in favor of the receiving team.”

The President’s message in those respects which relate to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, is so phrased as to ccnvey the 
understanding to the people that he seeks to have the court en- 
jarged in order that it may deal efficiently With matters before it. 


This is neither the purpose nor the effect of 


asks the Congress to enact. 


decided. No enlargement is necessary and the. proposed act does not 
assure any enlargement unless the President is unable to control the 
court at its present size by forcing the resignations of six justices. 
This is clear from a consideration of the act which the President 


has submitted. 

By the terms Of this act, the 
Congress does not itself increase 
the number of justices on the Su- 
preme Court. The act contains no 


expression or implication of con- 
gressional determination that the 
Supreme Court ought to contain 
more than nine justices, 


What Act Provides. 

The act provides that if all of 
these six justices resign within six 
months after its passage, the court 
shall remain at nine justices, but 
that if any one er more of them 
continues to serve thereafter, . the 
President shall nominate, and, by 
and with the advice and consen? 
of the Senate, shall appoint, one ad- 
ditf#nal judge for each judge who 
has not resigned within the pre- 
scribed time or before another is 
nominated, and: that the member- 
ship of the court shall be perma- 
nently enlarged to the extent of 
the number so appointed. This 
means that when a justice who re- 
mains over the six-month period 
subsequently resigns or dies, the 
President has the duty to appoint 
a successor to him, notwithstand.- 
ing the prior enlarging appoint- 
ment already made. Thus it is ap- 
parent that the individual action of 
each elder justice with respect to 
resignation or retention of office 
will determine whether the court 
shall be composed of nine of 15 or 
some intermediate number, and this 
without any further action by the 
Congress. In this way, therefore, 
the Congress will surrender to the 
elder justices the power to de 
termine the membership of the 
court. In determining this mem- 
bership, the elder justices, because 
of a conviction that nine is a more 
efficient number for the work of 
the court than a larger number, 
may feel_forced to resign. So by 
indirection the President will ac- 
complish his purpose to force off 
the court, able, and independent 
justices. 

“Subservient Judiciary.” 

These considerations compel the 
conclusion that what the President 
is seeking is not an inarease in the 
membership of the court nor to es- 
tablish a retirement age for the jus- 
tices, but the power in the Presi- 
dent would render the judiciary 
Bubservient to the executive, thus 
destroying its essential independ- 
ence and violating the fundamental 
principle of the Constitution that 
the legislative, the executive and 
the judicial branches of the Gov- 
ernment shall be forever complete- 
ly independent of one another. 

This wise division of powers was 
made to guarantee to the people of 
the United States that there could 
never be an encroachment by any | 
one of the three branches of Gov- 
ernment upon the liberties of the. 
people. To break down this di- 
Vision is to destroy the existing as- 
surance against an interference by 
the legislative branch, or by the 
executive branch, with the freedom 
of religion, the freedom of speech, 


‘Oppression by the powerful 


the freedom of the press and the 
fundamental rights of the people of 
the several states to retain invio 
late every power which they have 
not expressly delegated to the Fed- 
eral Government. 

If in any nation the judiciary be 
subservient to the executive— 
whether that executive be King, 
Dictator or President—even-handed 
justice for the poor and the unin- 
fluential becomes uncertain, and 
in- 
evitably follows. Our forefathers 
abhorred judicial subservience, for 


they had suffered from it. Their, 


abhorrence manifested itself in the 
provisions of the Constitution which 
place all the judicial power of the 
United States in the courts and pro- 
vide that the judges thereof shal) 
hold their offices during good be- 
havior. 

No citizen can confidently rely 
on the equal protection of the laws, 
and no state can be certain that it 
will not forcibly and against its 
will be deprived of its own sov- 
ereign powers, unless the Supreme 
Court of*the United States remains 
as it has always existed, a tribunal] 
free; independent and uncontrolled 


Words of Washington. 

If the time should ever. come 
when the people desire that the 
justices of the Supreme Court no 
longer should exercise full judicial 
power, but that their decisions 
should be inoperative if displeasing 
either to the executive or to the 
legislative branch of the Govern. 
ment, they can amend the Consti- 
tution to that end. President 
Washington in his farewell address 
said: “If in the opinion of the peo- 
ple, the distribution or modifica- 
tion of the constitutional powers be 
in any particular wrong let it be 
corrected by amendment in the way 
which the Constitution designates. 
But let there be no chan7ve by usur- 
pation for this is the customary 
weapon by which free governments 
are destroyed.” ‘ 

An attempt in Congress to pass a 
law which is contrary to the Con- 
stitution is not an act of Congress 
but is an effort of less than five 


hundred and thirty-two men. to’ 


usurp powers never given them by 
the people. An announcement of 
this by the court does not justify 
any assertion that the court is 
blocking the Congress. 

We hold.these principles to be 
incontrovertible and an attack upon 
them to be subversive to the funda- 
mentals of free government. There- 
fore, be it resolved, that the Coun- 
cil of the Bar Association of the 
City of Boston urges the Congress 
of the United States to. reject the 
proposals contained in the Presi- 
dent’s message of Feb. 5, 1937, and 
in the bill accompanying it, in so 
far as they relate to the Supreme 
Court of the United States; and

BOSTON, Feb. 16—The Mas- 
sachusetts House of Representa- 
tives voted 124 to 92 today to adopt 
a resolution censuring President 
Roosevelt’s proposal to add six 
members to the Supreme Court if 
Justices over 70 do not retire. The 
vote was on party lines. 

The Senate has not yet acted on 
the proposal. 

The resolution was introduced by 
Horace T. Cahill, Republican Speak- 


er of the House, and was slightly 
modified by the Rules Committee 
which voted, 11 to 4, to sponsor it 
following a three-hour hearing yes- 
terday. 

Mingled applause and boos fol- 
lowed a plea by Cahill that the 
House adopt the resolution. He 
charged the President’s plan car- 
ried “tremendous dangers to de- 
mocracy.” Representative Roland D. 
Sawyer (Dem.), urged rejection. 

Leading the attack 6n Roosevelt’s 
plan to add a maximum of six 
Judges if members of the Court 
over 70 do not retire, Cahill de- 
clared yesterday the proposal 
opened the way in the future “for 
a tyrant.” If. one President can 
“pack” the Court to bring about 
reforms, Cahill asked, why cannot 
another do the same thing to repeal 
his predecessors’ reforms? 


Cahill drew aplause as he argued 
that the Supreme Court should be 
the “umpire” to see that the execu- 
tive and legislative branches “play 
the game under the rules set by 
the people.”

Says There Is Need for Action. 

Saying the court stood in the way 
of legislation to aid farmers and 
the constitutionality of labor legis- 
lation was questioned, Minton said: 

“That there is a maldistribution 
of wealth in the nation is evident, 
when we recall that 3 per cent of 
the people own 97 per cent of its 
wealth’ When legislation is pro- 
posed by Congress in an effort to 
meet some of the problems of pov- 
erty, bankruptcy on the farm, cap- 
ital and Jabor, and the redistribu- 
tion of wealth, we find it cannot be 
done. Men and women who ask 
only the right to live. by their work 
in comfort, and enjoy some luxu- 
ries, find themselves frustrated and 
their Government powerless to help 
them. This is the picture that con- 
fronts us today. 

“In such a predicament we sur- 
vey our governmental situation and 
find a Congress and President fresh- 
ly returned from an election in 
which the people expressed ap- 
proval with what had been done 
and gave their mandate to go ahead. 
The President and Congress are 
willing to go ahead, but they are 
unable to do so. Why? Because 
the Supreme Court by decisions, 
more often than not by a divided 
court, says Congress has not the 
power to do the things it believes 
necessary to do. Under our system 
of government, as it now operates, 
five men on the Supreme Court have 
an absolute veto power over the 
legislative. policy of the people’s 
elected representatives.

“Five men on that court exer- 
cise more power than 435 Congress- 
men, 96 Senators and the Presi- 
dent, and that in a field: where they 
have no restraint except that im- 
posed by their own consciences.

But when the people refused to be frightened by 
enemies from without, the Hearst press turned to en- 
emies from within. It raised the Communist bogy. 
We were surroufided by Communists; in fact, every- 
one who disagreed with Hearst was suspect, in- 
cluding teachers, religious leaders, Presidents and 
members of Congress. 

It must have nettled the Hearst press to find the 
country calm and collected under the charge that 
many of our leading men and women were, in reality, 
tools of Moscow, so it began to flirt with Fascism. 
Mussolini’s adventure in Ethiopia stirred the 
Hearst press into violent spasms of delight. And, 
in addition to the marvelous feat of seizing a prac- 
tically defenseless country by force, it seems that 
Fascism has other virtues. For example, in February, 
1935, a Hearst writer said: “One pleasant feature of 
Fascism is its refusal to recognize the rights of union 
labor.” 

In the last campaign, prior to Nov. 3, President 
Roosevelt, according to the Hearst press, was a Com- 
munist, crackpot, dictator, etc. But Nov. 4, or soon 
thereafter, Publisher Hearst looked again upon Mr.

Jackson.

The other day there was printed a story of a widow 
and 14 children who had deserted a defunct mining 
town for three rooms under the roof of a New York 
tenement. Being ineligible for relief, they subsisted 
on $28 turned in weekly by two of the girls, who 
worked in cafes. They pooled their shabby clothes. 
When an ambulance carried one little girl to the 
hospital, her eldest brother insisted on going along; 
her dress and shoes couldn’t be spared. Two dimes’ 
worth of bread and coffee was the daily ration per 
child. Hence the ambulance. ' 

This tale evoked floods of pity. The first caller 
mounted the dark steps before 7 next morning. For 
two days visitors brought gifts. Liveried chauffeurs 
came stiffly up toting baskets stuffed with pate de 
foie gras, Devon cream and potted clam chowder. 
A suspected criminal came with an offering. Small 
traders offered of their stores. A ‘inancier with a 
flower in his lapel tipped his derby, presented his 
package and brushed past reporters, blushing. Pres- 
ents included a roulette wheel and an elegant golf 
suit, complete with spiked shoes. Among several 
jobs offered the eldest boy was one from an office 
he’d haunted hopelessly for three weeks. Within two 
days, the family pleaded that the barrage of charity 
be discontinued; the three rooms were choked with 
riches. 

The little story is bottomless with implications. 
To us, two things stick out suggestively. This fam- 
ily wouldn’t consider returning to Pennsylvania, 
where conditions, though unpublicized, had been far 
more terrible. And had they been eligible for relief, 
they wouldn’t have got.a sou more than the $28 per 
week on which they were slowly starving to death.

From an Address in Congress by Represey 
tative John J. Cochran of Missouri, 


R, SPEAKER, regardless of what was 

responsible for crashes in the past, it 
seems to me the Congress and the Bureau of 
Air Commerce must take some action that 
will make it more safe to travel by air. 

I am sure the public, like myself, was 
shocked to read the charge made Feb. 6 that 
air lines forced pilots to fly in bad weather. 
David L. Behncke, president of the Air Line 
Pilots’ Association, insisted at the hearing 
before the Air Commerce Bureau that pres 
sure on pilots had been used to requiré them 
to fly regardless of weather conditions. An 
affidavit by Mrs, Livermore, widow of Pilot 
Joe Livermore, who lost his life in a crash 
on Dec. 18, 1936, stated her husband was 
given to understand he must fly regardless 
of weather or lose his job. Of course, the 
charge was denied by the air lines. 

It is not my purpose to discuss the charges 
or the denials, nor is it my purpose to discuss 
what has happened in the past but rather to 
offer a suggestion that might, if adopted, 
result in making travel by air more safe 
for our citizens who use this means of tran® 
portation. 


We have enacted legislation that has made 
travel by rail, highway and sea more safe. 
I deplore the suggestion that our safety-at- 
sea law be repealed, and hope this effort will 
not even be dignified by a hearing. 

A pilot cannot leave the ground with pa® 
sengers unless he is in possession of a + 
cense issued by the Department of Com- 
merce. The Government can contro! the '+ 
censed pilot.: Failure to obey regulations 
should mean forfeiture of license. 

We can also reach the officials of air lines 
through the Postoffice Department. Without 
the air-mail contracts, they cannot exist 
Of course, our first duty is the safety of our 
citizens, but we are also charged with the 
safe transportation of the mails. 

It seems to me laws are not needed, but if 
they are, I am sure Congress will respond 
promptly. This situation can be controlled 
by regulation. 

Let the Bureau of Air Commerce issué 
a regulation which will provide that no lt 
censed pilot can leave the ground without 
a clearance from a Bureat of Air Commerce 
inspector. Place at every airport used by 

planes a competent official whos

of all weather reperts. He should be select 
ed as the result of a civil-service examin® 
tion, and the salary should be sufficient 0 
attract the best available personnel.

ROM reading the papers of 
6 Fine last few days, I have al- 

most begun to fee] that fear 
motivates most of our thought,” 
said Mrs. Roosevelt in her column 
recently. 

That statement is true. Are there 
not reasons for fear? 

There are brutal dictatorships in 
Russia, in Germany and in Italy. In 
all of these countries, civil rights 
and constitutional government, rep- 
resentations of minorities, and the 
appeal of the citizen against the 
state, have been abolished. 

Spain is in flames. Much of 
Eastern Europe and many of the 
South American states are despot- 
jsms masquerading under other 
names. Democracy is a beleaguered 
island set now in @ stormy sea of 
gictatorship. Day by day, the geo- 
graphical areas of liberty contract, 


There is a fear of war. The other 
day, in Edinburgh, the British War 
Minister, Duff Cooper, warned his 
audience that “catastrophe § ap- 
proaches,” and Neville Chamber- 
jain, Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
has proposed to the House of Com- 
mons a two-billion dollar loan for 
armaments. 

We are apprehensive that in the 
next four years fateful events will 
occur abroad. We know that, what- 
ever our policy may be, they will 
effect us mightily. We know that 
in times of stress and chaos, men 
tend toward dictatorship, rushing 
to put into the hands of others re- 
sponsibilities which they feel too 
heavy to be borne themselves. 

And some of us think that we 
see, and®*think that we see quite 
clearly, that the step which Presi- 
dent Roosevelt now proposes to 
take, in filling the Supreme Court 
with his own appointees, is the first 
fateful step toward establishing the 
legal technique of dictatorship, 


Liberty depends upon the main- 
tenance of its safeguards. Freedom 
is watchful and jealous. When it 
ceases to be so, the love of freedom 
is already moribund. And all his- 
tory proves that the greatest safe- 
guard of freedom is the inde- 
pendence of the courts. This pro- 
posal is a direct assault upon this 
independence. By no stretch of 
sympathetic imagination can it be 
otherwise regarded. 

At the very moment when the 
President recommends a reorgan- 
ization of the Federal administra- 
tion to take important offices out 
of the spoils system, including the 
long-abused postoffice, he proposes 
to put the Supreme Court of the 
land INTO the spoils system! What 
would you think of this proposal if 
another man, with other. purposes, 
sat in the White House? Huey 
Long did just this thing—he packed 
the Louisiana courts. 

What would the liberals of this 
country think of this proposal if the 
President of the United States were 
the candidate of the Liberty League, 
or supported by the Black Legion? 


All the arguments speciously ad- 
vanced at the outset have already 
faded away. The docket of the Su- 
preme Court is not overcrowded. 
Two vacancies in the Federal 
Courts have ‘been open for a year, 
unfilled. It has been impossible to 
establish any connection between 
the age of the Judges and _ the 
crowding of the dockets. The Pres- 
ident himself has dropped the argu- 
ment. 

The truth is now apparent.

poses of government are  bene- 
ficent. Men born to freedom are 
naturally alert to repel invasion of 
their liberty by evil-minded per- 
sons. The greatest dangers to lib- 
erty lurk im insidious encroachment 
by men of zeal, well-meaning, P 
without . understanding.”

Oh, yes, there is fear abroad. 
The fear was first engendered by 
the method of launching this pro- 
posal, without consultation, even 
with the Cabinet, its essential pur- 
poses carefully masked. There is 
fear because the proposal belies the 
President's own attitude during the 
campaign, his promise to seek “leg- 
islation within the Constitution,” 
and if that were impossible, to 
“seek clarifying amendment.” 

There is fear because indirection 
is substituted for direction. Be- 
cause, instead of clarifying amend- 
ment, what is sought is blanket 
power, resting upon the choice of 
personalities. For this method 
must rest upon such choice. Other- 
wise, it is utterly senseless and will 
accomplish nothing. The President 
must know that the'men appointed 
share his personal views regarding 
the Constitution, and are, there- 
fore, to all intents and purposes, 
part of the administration. . And 
that is the end of independent jus- 
tice.

There is fear because many of us 
know that men in Washington, in 
positions of influence, are not 
speaking their true minds.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 16. — A 
sharp difference of opinion has 
arisen within the Roosevelt admin- 
istration over the constitutionality 
of proposed legislation prohibiting 
newspapers from owning. radio 

sations, it was learned 
here today. 

On the one hand, Attorney-Gen-. 
eral Cum in a confidential 
opinion sent to President Roosevelt, 
ruled that such a law would be un- 
constitutional. Hampson’ Gary, 
general counsel of the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, has taken 
the opposite stand, ruling that the 
prohibitory legislation would in all 
probability be upheld by the courts. 

The. Department of Justice de- 
clined to givé out Cummings’. 
opinion on the ground that it was 
of a confidential nature. The Presi- 
dent, it was learned at the depart- 
ment, sent the opinion to Senator 
Burton K, Wheeler, chairman of 
the Senate Committee on Interstate 
Commerce, who announced recently 
he would introduce the proposed 
law barring newspaper ownership 
of broadcasting stations. 

Reports have reached various 
Senators of White House 'pressure 
upon the Communications Commis- 
sion on behalf of newspaper ap- 
plicants. These reports have 
aroused considerable indignation, 


‘and, while Wheeler would not com- 


ment on them, it is known that they 
were a factor in his decision to 
sponsor the proposed legislation. 

Hearst Interests Have 10 Stations. 


At the time he announced he 
would seek such a law, Wheeler 
pointed to the trend toward news- 
paper ownership of major broad- 
casting facilities. A report sub- 
mitted to him by the Communica- 
tions Commissions shows that the 
Hearst newspapers own or sentrol 
10 radio stations, au’ but two of 
them with unlimited time. Three 
of these stations are in Texas cities. 
Elliot Roosevelt, son of the Presi-- 
dent, has been employed by Hearst 
radio interests in Texas. 

Wheeler himself called on the 
counsel of the Communications 
Commission for an opinion as to 
the constitutionality of his proposal. 
In his reply, Gary said that while 
he could not give a categorical 
answer because the question “is not 
free from doubts,” he was of the 
opinion that the law proposed by 
the Montanan would be constitu- 
tional. 

“It is established,” Gary said, 
“that all radio broadcasting is inter- 
state commerce; that under the 
Constitution, the Congress has the 
power to regulate interstate and 
foreign commerce; that the cri- 
terion to be applied is whethe- the 
proposed legislation has‘a reason- 
able relation to a purpose which is 
within constitutional authority; 
and, that the power to regulate 
interstate and foreign commerce is 
limited only by the provisions of 
the Constitution itself. 


Bearing on Interstate Commerce. 

“I am of the opinion that the 
mutual ownership and control of 
newspapers and broadcast stations 
bears a reasonable relation to and 
has an effect upon interstate com- 
merce, and therefore, if the Con- 
gress enacted a law of the purport 
suggested, it should meet the con- 
stitutional requirements.” 

In calling on the commission for 
an opinion, Wheeler had asked 
“whether, if the commission has not 
such authority at the present time, 
legislation could be passed denying 
the right for all newspapers to ac- 
quire radio stations in the future 
and requiring all newspapers with- 
in a reasonable time to divest them- 
selves of the ownership and control 
of such stations.” 

The commission, Gary said, does 
not at present have the power “to 
deny an application to a newspaper 
owner for radio facilities solely 
upon the ground that the granting 
of such an application would be 
against public policy.” 

“Tt is clear, however, that the 
commission has the duty,” Gary 
wrote, “of examining the facts in 
each particular case to determine 
whether the granting of an applica- 
tion will serve ‘public interest, con- 
venience or necessity. One fact 
among others to be considered by 
the commission is the business con- 
nections of the applicant, news 
paper or other, and in my opinion 
the commission has the power to 
refuse a license to a newspaper 
owner if upon all the facts before 
it in a given case the commission 
is unable to find that the granting 
of such an application would serve 
public interest, convenience or

HARRISBURG, Pa., Feb. 16.—

As it, happened, West took the 
queen of diamonds and was helpless 
to avert disaster.

The diamond ace would 
merely establish dummy’s suit for 
club discards, and a heart return 
would only delay this same inevita- 
ble setting up of the diamonds.

HE most important thing which 
the lay person can realize about 
backache is that it is a very 
complicated: affair and may be-due 
to any number of causes. This is 
also true of the 
f general subject of 
arthritis and rheu- 
matism. . 
I have just been 
reading a review 
of aH the work 
- that has been done 
on the subject in 
the last year or 
two, and find out 
. that there were 17 
books and 9535 
papers written on 
it. 
Just as in sciati- 
ca, backache may 
be due to changes 
‘ in the bones, joint 
structure, or in the muscles, nerves 
or tendons. Only a..good history 
and careful physical examination, 
and a well taken X-ray may dif- 
ferentiate these satisfattorily. Most 
of them, it is true, are due to 
changes in the muscles and nerves 
from infection, or posture, or both. 

It is said that in cases of muscu- 
lar pain they are aggravated by 
cold or damp, and partially re- 
lieved by exercise, whilc. changes 
in the bone are aggravated by ex- 
ercise. Pain which is worse in the 
morning on arising; but which dis- 
appears after brief activity, is due

ECENT studies have resulted in 
what is called the newer anat- 
omy of the spine, in which at- 
tention is paid to the cartilaginous 
disks between the vertebrae rather 
than to the bones themselves. In 
general, we think of the spine as 
consisting of 24 vertebral bones and 
23 inter-vertebral joints, but accord- 
ing to Rechtman there are in all 
134 joints in the spine and any one 
of them may be the cause of disa- 
bility. For this reason very care- 
ful interpretation of X-ray plates 
has to be made, and the spine must 
be pictured from several angles. 
Most satisfactory results in treat- 
ment have been those which are 
quite simple, consisting in rest (on 
a firm bed with or without exten- 
sion, strapping or braces). The-use 
of heat, massage, and light treat- 
ment in the form of lamps and 
X-ray exposure are very helpful.
